Claims 1-13 are currently pending in this application. 



Reasons for Allowance 

Claim 1-12 (incorrectly pointed out as 1-9, in the previous office action) were 
rejected under 35 U.S.C. 1 03(a) as being obvious over U.S. Patent No. 3,976,61 6. 
Applicant's argument filed on August 1 1 , 2008 was persuasive and sufficient enough 
to overcome the 103(a) rejection. Therefore, claims 1-13 are allowable.
